5U7). 


@ Although it's been only two and a half years since 
two expeditions activated Heard Island simultaneously, 
that DXCC country has climbed back up our most-needed 
listings. Latest word from Jim Smith was no word, with 
the expedition's departure date of Sept 16 from Hobart 
Australia looming. One member confirmed for the team is 
a"radio technician" but Jim had no indication if the 
technician would be a licensed ham. 


Kirsti Jenkins Smith, VK9NL, has written a book on 
the Heard Island DX Association's 1983 operation, to be 
on the market in October. The book is being published 
on Norfolk Island and Kirsti is arranging distribution 
rights in both the U.S. and Australia. Price and 
availablity will be announced shortly. 


e A now-defunct DX newsletter reported last week that 
OH2BH was saying he would operate from Tirana, Albania, 
during a trade fair, beginning Sept 1. We have no 
reports as of the 2nd of Sept. 


e The annual W9DXCC convention will be held Sept 21 in 
Glen Ellyn Illinois, with several speakers and programs 
on tap. Past attendees will automatically receive a 
mailer from the convention committee; you can request 
further information from Howie Huntington, 65 S. Burr 
Oak Dr., Lake Zurich IL 60047. 


e Jim Neiger, N6TJ, will sign D44BC from the Cape Verde 
Islands during the CQ WW CW contest at the end of 
November.

ABOUT THE COUNTRIES-NEEDED SURVEY (p2,3) 


WE ARE INDEBTED again this year to Everett Jack- 
son, WA8CZS, who printed the Survey forms and 
then processed them into usable data. 


This year's Survey produced a disappointing 582 
returns, down from 768 last year. For the third con— 
secutive year the average DXCC total of those 
sending the forms in was 287. 


While most of our long-time subscribers have up- 
ped their totals, we continue to get newcomers who 
hold the average total at the same figure. Another 
example of the new blood coming in is the climb of 
Heard Island back up the chart (it was on most re- 
cently in February, 1983). 


It was distressing to see 54% of our Japanese 
readers reporting still needing Malpelo, following 
the operation just two years ago. We didn't produce 
a separate list for Europe this year, but most of the 
30 or so who responded still needed Clipperton, as 
we suspected from correspondence following last 
spring's operation. 


The data presentation is somewhat different this 
year ... we hope you find it interesting. The editor's 
predictions for the Top 20 were in Issue 291, in 
case you want to see how we did. 


One item we continue to find interesting is the 
drop from year to year of Burma, XZ, even though 
there have been no operations there accepted for 
DXCC for 20 years. We think there are a lot of 
people hoping that someday Burma will change its 
policy and somehow those XZ5A, etc. QSLs will 
start counting for DXCC. Personally, we are not 
optimistic. 


Thanks to those of you who sent the Survey 
sheets back ... we hope for a better response next 
year.

HOW TO DECIPHER THIS PAGE 


"1985 WORLD" is the results of all 582 Survey 
sheets received and processed, in order of 
country, percent needing, and rank 001-073. 


To the left of that, 1980, shows that country's 
rank in our survey five years ago, and how 
much its rank has changed in the past five 
years (+ means movement up the chart, - means 
movement down the chart). 


The column labeled 1984 shows the country's 
position last year, followed by its movement on 
the chart in the past year. 


Example: ZA Albania was #004 in 1980, moved 
up 3 places since then; 83 percent of 
respondents need it this year, its rank this 
year is #001, and in 1984 its rank also was 
#001, with no change (N/C) since 1984. 


On the far right, the column labeled 1984 

is a sort of the countries in this year’s 
top 73 (only) in order of their rank last year. 
Note, for example, that there is no #20; last 


year #20 was Clipperton, which dropped out of 
the top 73 this year. 


The box below this shows the remaining 27 
countries in the Survey, followed by the 
percentage of respondents needing them and 
their rank (074-100).
